It was with bewilderment that | 
read the latest issue of SEE. Init, you 
covered the deaths of two enter- 
tainment personalities. Both deaths 
occurred within a week of each 
otheryyet that was where the sim- 
ilarities ended. 

First, in no particular order, there 
was Kurt Cobain, a guitarist of ques- 
tionable talent who turned plaid and 
heroin into status symbols and made 
misanthropy an art form. Undoubt- 
edly, he reaped millions from record 
sales, but in a state of personal cri- 
sis, he took the easy way out. 

Then there was the passing of

The pointis this. Cobain, who had 
it all, spoke for a generation of los- 
ers who are too busy blaming their 
parents for their situations instead 
of venting their abilities towards 
something more productive. 

On the other hand, Klein proba- 
bly cared a lot more about his craft, 
his audience and people in general. 
Knowing nothing about his indul- 
gences, I fully doubt that he carried 
on in his affairs while loaded with 
smack.

Guiseppe Verdi's Rigoletto is the clos- 
ing production on this season's 
program for the Edmonton Opera, 
this being their 30th Anniversary.

Linda McQuaig razzes corporate orthodoxy

an Canada be saved? Or are 

we destined to follow the 
United States down the path of per- 
dition? Why are we even in a 
position to consider such ques- 
tions, since we are supposedly 
masters of our own destiny? 

Anyone with even a modicum 
of common sense, and a con- 
science to back it up, has to be 
disturbed by such questions, and 
can be forgiven for wondering 
how we find ourselves in the 
situation they exemplify, and 
what actions we can take to cor- 
rect the problem. 

Trying to understand the fun- 
damental causes is a very good 
place to start, and this can be 
made much easier by a serious 
perusal of the works of Linda 
McQuaig, a journalist and au- 
thor based in Toronto. McQuaig, 
a writer guaranteed to get un- 
der the skin of anyone holding 
‘Progressive’ conservative polit- 
ical views, or espousing 
nebulous and self-serving no- 
tions such as ‘globalization,’ was 
recently in our city to deliveran 
address to an audience of pro- 
vincial Social Service workers. 

As a representative of the ‘al- 
ternative press’ I had a chance 
to attend the talk, and obtain an 
interview with the speaker her- 
self. There should have been 
thousands of people there, giv- 
en the suffering being inflicted 
upon this province by the Klein 
‘reformers’, but such was not 
the case. However, the people 
who did attend were treated to 
some straight talk on a number 
of Canada’s current ‘crises.’ 

McQuaig has made a habit of 
upsetting the self-important po- 
litical, financial and corporate 
elite of this country. In her 17 
years as a journaliSt she has cov- 
ered topics ranging from the 
Iranian revolution to Ontario 
politics, and has worked for Ma- 
clean’s Magazine, CBC Radio 
and the Globe and Mail. Yet it is 
in the area of investigative ex- 
aminations of Canada’s political/ 
corporate world that she truly 
excels; her first book, Bebind 
Closed Doors — an exposé of 
the inequalities inherent in Can-

tion, either through willing com- 
pliance or selective reporting. 
Her books offer compelling evi- 
dence to support her theory, and 
when the message is carried to 
ordinary Canadians via speak- 
ing tours and engagements, both 
the sincerity of the speaker 
and the depth of the political/ 
corporate collusion are signifi- 
cantly evident. 

inda McQuaig does not feel, 

however, that the situation is 
hopeless. When asked whether 
she feels that there is any chance 
of a grassroots challenge to the 
political, corporate or financial 
elites — and their associates, the 
judiciary — she warms to the chal- 
lenge and notes “well, we have to 
remember this [Canada] is a de- 
mocracy. We have as much power 
as we choose to take. Perhaps if 
we actually exercise those demo- 
cratic rights, who knows, maybe 
there will be increased repres- 
sion and this will cease to be a 
democracy, but that has not hap- 
pened to this point. 

“We are a democracy and if peo- 
ple choose democratic rights we 
could actually elect a government 
that would do progressive 
things. I think it is important to 
remember not to get so cynical 
that we believe nothing is possi- 
ble. Tremendous things are 
possible with the right political 
will, and that’s why education 
becomes so important — be- 
cause it makes people aware of 
what alternatives there are, and 
the reality there is.” 

When the question of media 
responsibility in the process of 
education arises, McQuaig con- 
fesses to a sense of unease at 
the Janus-like role of the media, 
especially in the abrogation of 
their duty to tell it like it is. She 
thinks that people “get so con- 
fused by the media, for example, 
telling us things about the ‘def- 
icit’ that are, quite simply, 
misleading or wrong; somehow 
self-serving to the business in- 
terests they represent.” 
Education therefore “has a tre- 
mendous role to play in 
exposing these biases and in re- 
minding people that in fact, 
collectively, they have the pow- 
er to do something about it.” 

Linda McQuaig also feels that 
this message of collective action, 
mainstream media antipathy 
notwithstanding, is getting 
through. she admits that 


it is hard to accurately just 








he does admit to 
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that the Canadian public is quite 
receptive to these other points of 
view as long as they have access 
to them.” 

Throughout her campaign 
against the misrepresentation of 
Canada's unique social and eco- 
nomic bonds, and acknowledging 
that it is hard at times, McQuaig 
always tries to maintain a posi- 
tive outlook. When pressed to 
consider the question of serious 
social disorder, civil unrest, or 
even nascent revolutionary action 
by those trod on or swept aside by 
the political/corporate alliance in 
their march to enrich themselves 
at the expense of the most com- 
passionate social system in the 
G7, McQuaig does not feel that 
such a course is likely. While she 
agrees that drastic action needs 
to be taken — “reforming the way 
our electoral system is financed, 
for example, or completely re- 
vamping our industrial and 
financial systems” — she still feels 
that such changes can only be tru- 
ly legitimate if they stem from 
concerted “collective actions 
from widespread democratic 
movements. The question is not 
whether the situation is bad 
enough to merit such drastic 
changes — it is — but how do 
we organize to bring 
changes about?” 

o, it came down to one 

final and all-encompassing 
question, one that raises eye- 
brows or ire depending upon the 
person to whom it is put. Can 
Canada Be Saved? When asked, 
after considering everything that 
has so far been said and done, 
whether by governments like Al- 
berta’s bent on the creation of a 
low wage infrastructure and un- 
educated population to attract 
venal corporate interests; or non- 
mainstream media sorts trying to 
get an opposing point of view 
out, if this is indeed possible. 

Linda McQuaig’s sense of pur- 
pose was clearly demonstrated. 
“Absolutely. Absolutely Canada 
can be saved, butitdepends upon 
a vital question of political will, 
and the power people need to 
exercise in order to do it. By ‘save 
it,’ I presume you mean from the 
kind of social breakdown that 
will occur if we don’t alter our 
course. Canada is absolutely 
saveable, and the political cul- 
ture here is such that there is a 
tremendous desire to save it. 

“I don’t think Canadians want 
to be like the U.S. and I think 
that was made perfectly clear

Mr. Generation X ponders life after God

Douglas Coupland

66H f you could be an animal, 
which one would you 
choose to be?” asked author Doug- 
las Coupland of the crowd of mostly 
Generation X-ers that eagerly 
squeezed into the basement of 
Audrey’s Books recently to witness 
a reading by the Vancouver writer. 

Before any of us bothered to 
answer Coupland answered, “Trick 
question. We are all animals any- 
way. It’s just that humans are the 
only animals who have a craving 
for memories. I don’t think that 
this is some sort of bourgeois sen- 
timentality; I think that there is a 
need for myths.” (When I consider 
that the Nazis built their party on 
Teutonic legends and some 
bitchin’ Wagnerian Opera, I’m not 
sure if this is an absolute that I 
can live with.) 

Anyway, the above quote might 
give you some insight into Coup- 
land’s being. He is the eternal 
man-child. The boy inside the man: 
Scarred yet hopeful. I know that 
comparisons are, at best, odious, 
but reading Life After God is like 
having Mr. Rogers taking us for a 
tour of Charles Bukowski’s Neigh- 
bourhood, or as if Dr. Seuss had 
written The Soft Machine. And, trust 
me, I mean this in a good way. 

By Coupland’s admission, Life 
After God is a collection of his very 
short books. He proceeds to read 
from one of those short books, “Pat- 
ty Hearst,” the harrowingly 
nostalgic saga of Coupland’s rela- 
tionship with his estranged and 
schiz-affective sister, Laurie (I’m 
working on the premise that Life 
After God is autobiographical). 
While on a quest for his sister up 
the Squamish Highway, Coupland 
reflects on his memories of himself 
and his sister and ponders some 
rather existential questions, like 
can dogs suffer the pain of aban- 
donment in a way that can be 
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measured in linear time? 

“Whether you go to the corner 
store for ten minutes or go to Ha- 
waii for two wecks, all your dog 
experiences in your absence is a 
sadness event of no fixed duration.” 
Patty Hearst is also a forum where 
Coupland questions the value of 
putting emotional leashes around 
people's necks as love tends to 
motivate us to do. “The Wrong 
Sun” is a collection of the dead 
recounting their demises as a re- 
sult of nuclear war as Coupland 
remembers life during the Cold 
War. The dead and Coupland reit- 
erate the finality of death, ad 

“nauseam. The inner child could 
use some lithium. 

The best very small book is one 
called “Little Creatures,” wherein 
Coupland improvises bedtime sto- 
ries to put his child asleep. The 
child quickly notices that the sto- 
ries are uniform in theme: A series 
ofurban-dwelling animals that have 
bright and promising futures. They 
make compromises and begrudg- 
ingly accept their middle-aged, 
middle-class existence as the knowl- 
edge that their dreams will never 
come to fruition slowly chokes their 
souls to death. 

The child is too young to under- 
stand that the stories are really of 
Coupland howling at his loss of 
innocence, as if it were a desert 
moon. The child is also too young 
to appreciate the pant-pissing im- 
agery of cute and fuzzy animals 
selling out. 

The unifying thread in all of these 
very small books is that Coupland 
seeks out the meaning of life, or 
more precisely the meaning of 
meaning. One tangent in the quest 
led him to live in the squalor of a 
fleabag hotel on Granville Street, 
which is chronicled in “The Hotel 
Years.” How Coupland expected to 
enlighten himself by surrounding 
himself with a collection of maso- 
chists, social misfits and sociopaths 
is anyone’s guess. However, he de- 
tails their bleak lives in a way that 
dignifies them and it is very 
entertaining...not that I’m insensi- 
tive to their pain. Remember: Each 





one of these down-and-out losers 
was once someone's baby. 
Coupland describes himself as a 
person unable to create closeness 
with others and attempts an in- 
tense examination of the self to 
find out the reasons and remedies. 
On this point I would argue that 
Coupland sells himself very short. 
His informal narrative and his will- 
ingness to show his soft, white 
underbelly sucks the reader into a 
universe of intimacy, like a gang of 
boys making spit pacts in a back- 
yard clubhouse. Make no mistake, 


| Life After God is a rollercoaster 


ride where the attendants are too 
bored and jaded to make sure the 
kids are properly belted in. 

If this book were to carry a warn- 
ing label it would read, “Not for 
literary snobs.” A number of critics 
have already dismissed it as “Navel- 
gazing masturbation.” They might 
have had a pointif Coupland hadn’t 
come equipped with a self-mock- 
ing capability. While Coupland’s 
style is informal, there is a surpris- 
ing lack of profanity, so people like 
Victor Doerksen can read it with- 
out excessive wear and tear on their 
highlighting pens... assuming, of 
course, that he can read.

Coupland and I connected brief- 
ly after the reading and he 
graciously offered to sign my copy 
of his latest book. The 32-year-old 
boy traces the outline of his hand 
inside the front cover and writes in 
it, “To Adrian — also born in 1961 
— Let's go hold upa7-Eleven, grab 
a Chevy, cross the border... get in- 
finite. Doug”. Well Doug, if it 
weren't for my day job, I would 
come out and play with you. 

So, if could be any animal, which 
one would I choose to be? With the 
number 1 selling book in Canada 
(his Generation X is still nestled in 
the Top Ten), Ireckon being Doug- 
las Coupland would be a pretty 
cool gig.

significantly from the others in its 
leadership. While John Washburn’s 
Vancouver ensemble is inextrica- 


bly linked with its artistic director, 
as are the Elmer Iseler Singers in 
Toronto, Pro Coro has no icon-like 
leader at its helm, nor has it in its 
14 years of existence. 

Three different artistic direc- 
tors have led the group since its 
founding by Michel Gervais. The 
choir’s next concert, its last of the 
season (May 14 at All Saints’ An- 
glican Cathedral), will be 
conducted by its present artistic 
director, Soren Hansen. 

Hansen has had low profile this 
year. The coming concert will be 
the first of the group’s four sub- 
scription concerts that he has 
conducted. While that may make 
him appear to bean absentee land- 
lord, Pro Coro manager John 
Mahon says this is not so. “Soren 
chose the choir for this year,” he 
said, “and chose the guest con- 
ductors. He was to have 
conducted two of the four con- 
certs this year, but when he 
couldn't make one, he appointed 
the replacement.”

Earl Klein 


A life lived simply, creatively, in community

Earl Klein is dead. He died April 5, 
1994, of a brain aneurysm. It still 
feels strange to know he won't be 
back. Of all my friends and neigh- 
bors, ofall my colleagues, Earl was 
one of the most present. He lived 
his life in the moment, and fully, 
and as his friend Julie Brown said 
in her eulogy of him, “Earl 
lived a big life in 38 years.” 
Earl Klein's career has been 
summarized in the media and 
at his memorials. Born in Vi- 
king. Active in music and 
theatre from an early age. 
Trained at Victoria Compos- 
ite and Studio 58 in 
Vancouver. Performed for 
Theatre Network, Chinook, 
the Fringe, Northern Light, 
Workshop West, Phoenix, Cat- 
alyst, the Citadel, Theatre 3, U 
of A, Green Thumb, Carousel, 
New Play Centre, The Vancou- 
ver Playhouse, Superchannel, 
ACCESS and CKUA, etc. etc. 


we were all family, all of us on the 
planet, part of a great community, 
membership in which he experi- 
enced as a great gift — and he 
cared passionately about all of us. 

Earl, Heather, Eli, Keltie, Rhian- 
non and Kyra were my neighbours 
until March 15. For 8% years we 
shared a duplex, shared a wall, 
shared co-op work parties, shared 
a porch (Earl out for a smoke in the 
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city, I haven't yet found anyone 


| who, knowing Earl even slightly, 


was not touched positively by him 
in life and moved by his death to 
consider their life. 

Earl was not a saint. He was a 
real person. He loved, he worked, 
he spoke out, yes. He yelled, he 
laughed, he cried, he reacted. He 
didn’t think what he did was spe- 
cial. He just did it. Any of us could 
do that too, if we chose to be 
that honest. It is his final act 
of grace to bring those of us 
who are stillliving to a greater 
awareness, by his example, of 
how effective life can be if 
lived simply in creativity and 
community. 

Today, Iam dealing with my 
keen sense of personal loss 
and my awareness of Earl's 
personal worth. But there is 
also a greater issue I bring 
myself to remember. How will 
we weather not only the loss 
of Earl the friend but of Earl 
the advocate, the community 
leader? Timothy Anderson, 





Directed for Catalyst and at 
Nexus Theatre, which he stub- 
bornly supported until he was 
convinced he couldn’t save it. When 
he collapsed April 4 in Winnipeg, 
he was rehearsing The Diary of 
Anne Frank for Winnipeg Jewish 
Theatre. 

Earl wrote, acted, directed. He 
guided, encouraged, advocated, led

“Community” was a watch- 
word for Earl. His sense of 
responsibility as a human being was 
generous and constant. His family 
was a blended family, with four chil- 
dren — Eli, Keltie, Rhiannon and 
Kyra — from his and Heather Red- 
fern’s three marriages. 

For Earl, his family was at the 
core of his life and his heart, and 
everything he did in his life was 
done with consideration for them, 
and with theirsupport and encour- 
agement. But Earl also had a rare 
and wonderful understanding that

winter, shivering in his unzipped 
leather jacket and talking on the 
radio ‘phone, was a familiar sight), 
shared conversations, shared plans, 
shared project ideas, shared hopes 
and frustrations. Work and com- 
munity overlapped: Earl and I bid 
on some projects together, we 
talked about a joint writing/direct- 
ing idea, we swapped arts lobbying 
ideas and general chat. 

Until their move to a new, larger 
house, I had not realized the de- 
gree ofinvolvementand friendship 
which had grown up among us. 
The move was an exciting transi- 
tion for the family, an adjustment 
forme. Three weeks later, Earl died. 

His community is still stunned 
and grieving. Among all the visi- 
tors to Heather and the family in 
the new house over the last weeks, 
among all the people I’ve talked 
with about Earl everywhere in the 





performer/writer and anoth- 
er of Earl’s colleagues. and 
friends, says, “Down the line 
we'll begin to see what has really 
been taken away, and who will be 
able to fill those shoes — and it’s no 
one that I know, that’s for sure.” 
With the loss of such a passionate, 
dedicated voice for theatre and the 
arts, the rest of us are left grieving, 
yes, but realizing the need to keep 
the faith with Earl by continuing to 
speak our. 

Destiny has a degree of random- 
ness, or, as Earl might have said, 
“shit happens.” Earl would not have 
chosen to leave us. I think of the 
Buddhists’ bodhisattva vows, in 
which a person promises not to leave 
the wheel of life, even after enlight- 
enment, until all are enlightened. 
Taking the vows is an absurd and 
beautiful expression of faith in the 
potential of humanity. Earl was like 
that. He wouldn't go anywhere, if he 
had the choice, where he couldn’t 
take the whole family along.

McLachlan sees her songs healing wounds

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istory is littered with un- 

derstatements. Like so much 
garbage tumbling in the wind, they 
smack people in the face with em- 
barrassing regularity. None ofthem 
come from Sarah McLachlan. Her 
disdain for understated songwrit- 
ing and recognition of the essential 
nature of music as a decisive medi- 
um has kept the garbage of 
mediocrity away. 

“Music is my most important and 
meaningful form of expression,” 
she says. 

“A lot of the things I feel and 
can’t express just by talking to peo- 
ple I express with songs. And it’s a 
great form of therapy because in 
some sense I can work through a 
lot of my emotions that way and 
come to better terms with them.” 

McLachlan’s desire to come to 
terms with herself has marked the 
Halifax native as one of the bright- 
est musicians to surface from 
mainstream monotony with work 
on the cutting edge, cutting deep. 

“I think there are definite 
wounds in my songs. Everybody 
has wounds and they can either 
be open and fester or you can try 
and close them up and heal them. 
And I like to think that I’m the 


kind of person who’s trying to 
heal the wounds.” 
With that sort of emotional con- 
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nection with her listeners, it comes 
as no surprise that McLachlan has 
cultivated a loyal following and en- 
joyed breakthrough critical and 
commercial success. This success 
has also encouraged what can only 
be described as a collective puppy 
love from the male members of her 
audience. 

“I don’t know what that is,” 
laughs McLachlan. “Maybe I just 
strike a gertain chord in menandin 
people. They want that kind of em- 
pathy and maybe they hear that in 
my songs... 

“Many of the letters I’ve received 
from people say how much my 
songs have helped them through 
tough situations in everyday life 
like “What the hell am I doing on 
this planet?’ And that really makes 
me feel good because I’ve been 
through that too and I’m still deal- 
ing with it just trying to find my 
place here and figuring out stuff.” 

McLachlan created her latest ef- 
fort, the wildly successful 
Stumbling Towards Ecstasy, dur- 
ing seven months in a tiny cabin in 
Quebec's Laurentian Mountains. 
During that creative process, she 
came to a subtle, but important 
realization. 

“It was an amazing time because 
I got really strong and felt com- 
plete for the first time in my life. 
The songs started coming out as a 
sort of whole thing and I really 
didn’t need to edit myself because 
they were coming from such a new 
and good place in me that I felt 
strong about.” 

The personal transformation 
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McLachlan underwent is most read- 
ily apparent and expressed with 
the introduction of a new instru- 
ment in her work: the electric 
guitar. At her producer Pierre 
Marchand’s request, she decided 
to venture beyond her traditional 
folk roots and turned to the power 
switch to do it. 

“Since Solace was all acoustic, 
and very folky because of it, we 
didn’t want that again. So we tried 
something different, we tried all 
electric,” explains McLachlan. 

“Pierre would turn all the amps 
up to 10, make me stand in front of 
them with the guitar, and it would 
feedback. Then he'd say ‘Okay, play’ 
and he'd record it, but I'd be going 
‘I can’t control this thing. It’s a 
monster.’ But he eventually forced 
me to do it.” 

McLachlan’s initial apprehension 
and difficulty with plugging-in 
soon gave way to something else: 
an actual taste for it. “It was like 
unleashing a wild animal and try- 
ing to control it. It got to be a lot 
of fun.” 

But don’t expect someone who 
counts Joan Baez as a major influ- 
ence to give in to some Hendrix 
equation for music making. “Idon’t 
think I'd go that far. It was just a 
different kind of experiment. I still 
have very strong folk roots and my 
thing is to create a hybrid ofa lot of 
different styles.” 

And it’s this personal endeavor 
to be instrumentally creative in ad- 
dition to an impeachable affinity 
for songwriting that has her receiv- 
ing such wide ‘acclaim and

crisscrossing North America cover- 
ing dates from Las Vegas to 
Montreal. McLachlan’s career has 
even reached the point of her be- 
ing mobbed by 300 adoring and 
autograph-seeking fans in Vancou- 
ver, an incident that she admits 
“freaked me out.” Still, you won't 
find her complaining about her 
new-found celebrity or pulling back 
from the spotlight. 

“You can’t do that when your 
career is skyrocketing. That’s sim- 
ply impossible. You'd have to 
disappear completely and start all 
over again and I’m not prepared to 
do that. I’m really happy with where 
my career is going, where my life is 
going, and I like where I’m at.” 

Ofcourse, her acceptance of fame 
doesn't mean she’s been totally un- 
affected by it. 

“Iam having a hard time with the 
space thing, needing time to my- 
self and having absolutely none. 
Sometimes I get quite frustrated 
with that because I feel like I’m 
losing a sense of myself. Sometimes 
it’s sort of hard to get that back 
when you only have five minutes a 
day to it,” McLachlan says. 

“I'm pretty antisocial these days 
because I’ve had no time to myself 
whatsoever. I wouldn’t call myself 
a social moron oranything, it’s just 
that I hate banal conversation like 
‘Oh, how are you today. How’s the 
weather. Oh, isn’t this nice.’ I'd 
rather just get right into it. Other 
than that, I don’t have anything to 
Say to people.”

Naming names, telling tales

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If Sheryl Crow's name doesn’t 
yet ring a bell with you, it soon 
will. Since the release of her debut 
album, Tuesday Night Music Club, 
Crow has received raves from crit- 
ics and audiences for her strong, 
throaty vocals and her eclectic mix 
of blues, R & B and folk-rock. 

Crow has been compared to a 
number of other singers, and she’s 
philosophical about that. “I know 
that as a first-time female artist 
you're always compared to the same 
people — Bonnie Raitt, Ricki Lee 
Jones, Chrissie Hynde — but I’ve 
always found it interesting that fe- 
male artists never get compared to 
male artists. Personally I’ve always 
seen a bigger similarity between 
Van Morrison and myself than Ricki 
Lee,” she explains. 

Born and raised in Kennett, Miss., 
Crow grew up in a musical house- 
hold. Her parents were amateur 
musicians who instilled an appre- 
ciation for music at an early age. By 
the mid-’80s Crow had fronted a 
number of St. Louis bands and had 
taught music to elementary school 
kids. In 1986 she relocated to Los 
Angeles, determined to focus ex- 
clusively on her music. Six months 
later she landed a job singing back- 
up for Michael Jackson’s Bad Tour. 
“The whole Bad Tour was an 
amazing experience,” says Crow. 
“For me, I'd barely been out of the 
state of Missouri before I moved to 
L.A., then all of a sudden I was in 
Japan.” Other work soon followed, 
and Crow found herself working 
with such artists as George Harri- 
son, Rod Stewart and Don Henley. 
“Eventually, [became so well known 
as a back-up singer it was hard to be 
taken seriously as a solo artist.” 

Her break as a solo performer 
came after she began hanging out 
with a group of musicians they 
called the Tuesday Night Music 
Club. “The music we were making 
was sounding just like I wanted my 
album to sound, so I asked these 
guys if they would be part of mak- 
ing my record and they said yes.” 

Tuesday Night Music Club, re- 
corded in October 1992, has five of 
11 tracks originating straight out 
of the Tuesday night jam sessions. 
The result is a compelling collec- 
tion of songs. One of the record's 
most talked about tracks is “What I 
Can Do For You,” a song about 
sexual harassment sung from the 
point of view of the male harasser. 
“It’s surprising, because I thought 
originally people mightinterpret it 
as a lesbian song, but audiences 
seem to get it from the get-go.” In 
the “Na-Na Song,” Crow does what 
few artists have the guts to — she 
names names; “Clarence S 
organ grinder, Frank Dileo 
Maybe if I'd let him, I'd have 
hit song.”

he five songs on Idyl Tea’s recent CD, Funny Feelin’, form 
an acerbic sort of song cycle that would make the 
perfect bitter pill for any jilted boyfriend.

watching other people’s pain. 
At least one of the songs 
Originated from a female 
point of view. “Up All Night,” 
a song about a less-than- 
pleasant case of assisted 
insomnia, was inspired the 
long-distance break-up of 
Henry's wife (whom he’d met 
just prior to writing the 
song) with her ex-boyfriend.

nacity. Idyl Tea is back in 
force with a self-produced re- 
cording and video, which was 
officially premiered to Ed- 
monton audiences in April. 
Directed by Alain Ouellette, 
the video of the song “Funny 
Feelin’” is cast mostly with 
volunteers and friends. 

Engel and LaRoi consider 
themselves to be “two very 
different songwriters,” 
though the current CD indi- 
cates that they move in 
compatible directions. “Ev- 
erett is always thinking of 
how things will sound, plan- 
ning the arrangements.

Playing nearly every single night on a whirlwind tour of Canada, 
Australia, Europe and Brazil may be a lot to handle, but according to 
Toronto hard rockers Wild “T” and the Spirit, it’s therapy. 

“Those of us realize that it’s a genuine spiritual feeling for us when 
we're playing,” said guitarist and Trinidad native Tony Springer (aka 
Wild “T”), who played the People’s Pub last month. “And for those who 
don’t know us, | think the energy of everything going on up there hits 
them like a ton of bricks.”

The students were treated 
to behind-the-scenes adventure with 
all the hoopla and fineries that come in 
the package of a fashion show. If 
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anything, it was a night to remember 
for those finalists. For many, it was a 
critical, major step into the world of 
fashion. 

In the midst of preparation for the 
up coming show and opening of her 
funky and street-oriented shop at 
WEM sometime in July, Hackman 
arrived promptly, fresh for this 
interview. I tuned into her story and the 
history and making of the Concrete 
Awards. 

S: Did you make clothes as a 
child? 

D: I always made things. I did not 
know what a designer was. I grew up 
On an acreage; little house on the 
prairies. A pastoral upbringing: horses, 
cowsdogs. I was very lucky. I always 
worked in retail, set-up shops for Le 
Chateau. Then I went to university. But 
in New York, I woke up. I was never 
uncomfortable. Here I feel like an 
oddball. In New York or any big city, I 
realized I can do what I want to, and 
that there is a fashion industry. 

S: Do you design with colour in 
mind? 

D: I design with silhouette and 
fabric in mind. But I’ve been doing this 
for seven years. I know what my 
clients are looking for. I do long, short 
and medium jackets because that’s 
what they want. Concrete is a retail 
store. Now, I’m more focused this fall 
on the kind of things I like. I have sure 
footing and a signature line. 

S: Did you stay here be¢ause of 
your family? 

D: I did not plan to stay here. Two 
things happened. I went to talk to 
Stanley [Carroll]. He said here you can 
make your own rules as you go along. I 
think those who stay are somewhat 
mavericks or adventurers. The second 
thing was Le Chateau was closing 
shop and all these sewing machines 
became available. I never made a 
serious decision to stay until I signed 
the lease at CityCentre. 

S: If you could be an artist rather 
than a designer, what would you do? 

D: Sculpture. 

S: How about in clothing? 

D: Without the restrictions of the 
client, I think I would not be a 
designer. I like the balance of the artist 
and the realist. It is my job. I like it as 
my job. To be an artist, it would be a 
hobby, for personal exploration. I 
would be the most selfish artist. I read 
a lot of Anais Nin, Simone de 
Beauvoir. Anais Nin said in one of her 
diaries, she realized that not everybody 


would like her, not everybody would 
appreciate her, and it wouldn’t matter. 
But on the other side, Coco Chanel 
said contentment is for the cows. Well, 
I’m somewhere in between. 

S: So how did the Concrete 


Awards come about? 


D: I’ve always been teaching 
seminars at Victoria Composite High 
School. I get a lot from the enthusiasm 
and energy being around the students. 
They can take risks. They are not rigid 
from post secondary in how they 
design. I got to know some of the 
students quite well. Some of them 
come from poor circumstances, so I 
thought of doing something to 
reinforce the energy. 

S: When was the first? 

D: May 1992. Concrete ran the 
show. The second year, more people 
got involved. Avanti hair got involved 
with hair and make-up. This year, a 
committee runs the show. Greyhound 
and Marvel college are sponsors. 
When you do something good, other 
people can see it as a benefit. 

S: Did you want to develop 
connections in the fashion industry? 

D: Nothing so deep. The show is 
something to encourage them, 
something else to focus on. Everybody 
needs their Andy Warhol’s 15 minutes 
of fame. The letters I received from the 










































previous years show how much the 
students enjoyed themselves and 
learned. 

S: Where do you plan to have the 
event? 

D: The show will be here at 


CityCentre. A big party. 
30 finalists will be 
chosen. From three 
sketches, the students 
create one of the 
garments. They are 
judged on workmanship, 
marketability, and 
creativity by a celebrity 
panel of judges, half from 
Edmonton, half form 
Calgary. The judges are 
related in some way to 


fashion. 

S: The model call 
must have _ been 
interesting? 


D: It’s very sad to say 
no. But we found some 
models for the store as 
well. For the men it was 
especially difficult to 
chose. We found four that 
were just perfect. The 
call brings new faces. It 
gives more people a 
chance to get involved 
and exposed to 


modelling. The call was here 
[Commerce Place]. 

S: How did you chose the models 
for the awards show? 

D: Like any model call. The 
models were asked to walk up and 
down the ramp. Our decisions were 
based on the sizes we needed and the 
match-up model to attitude of the 
sketches. 50 people showed, last year 
more showed up. This year, the quality 
of the models was a lot better. 

S: How will the night be set up? 

D: Two outfits per model, so 15 
models. The student is then able to 
Style and accessorize the model easily. 
After each garment is presented, the 
student walks out on stage with the 
model. After all the garments are 
shown, the scores are tallied and a big 
presentation of the awards follows. 
The night of the show, the judges are 
evaluating how the garment looks on 
the ramp and marketability. A few 
days before the show, the panel have a 
chance to pre-judge in workmanship 
and creativity through the sketches and 
portfolio. It will be a great party.

When Diedre Hackman was a high school student 
interested in pursuing a career in fashion, she was at a loss as 
to what direction she should take.

Eventually she found herself at first 
the University of Alberta and then at New York’s Fashion 
Institute of Technology studying fashion design. Today as the 
owner and designer of Concrete Clothiers, she has been able 
to realize her dreams of a career in fashion, but she has never 
forgotten how overwhelming it had once seemed. With that in

Also, the short film examines reli- 
gion and morality and the influences 
of conscience in these themes. 

The credibility of Mullen’s char- 
acters are amazing given the time 
restraint, particularly that of Agnes. 

By the film's end, the audience 
feels alone with an aged Agnes 
“who continues to face her con- 
science.

PAUK/ESPRIT ORCHESTRA 
lridescence 
(CBC) 


The Esprit Orchestra, founded by Alex Pauk 
in 1983, is Canada’s only orchestra commit- 
ted exclusively to performance of contem- 
porary music. This new CBC disc is entirely 
taken up with Canadian music, much of it 
commissioned by the orchestra. 

The discis named after the highest-profile 
work on the CD, Iridescence by the now 23- 
year-old Chris Paul Harman. This work, 
composed in 1990, was the one for which 
Harman became the youngest winner of the 
CBC’s national Young Composers’ Compe- 
tition. The Edmonton Symphony performed 
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the work during its Made in Canada Festival 
in November, 1992. 

Other pieces here are of similar inspira- 
tional spark: the emphasis is more on the 
creation of a sense, or ofa moment, rather 
than a musical journey from a to b. Works 
by the colorful R. Murray Schafer, the 
outspoken Harry Freedman, and the con- 
sistent Istvan Anhalt, as well as a work by 
the Esprit Orchestra’s founder and direc- 
tor Alex Pauk, round out a disc which is 
certainly not for everybody, or even for 
many. Those that can appreciate the often 
alien sonic landscapes, however, will find 
this disc much to their liking.

This eight-track EP. from British artist

I'm no expert, you know. | can't tell you 
exactly why, out of ten albums, only one of 
them might contain that special ingredient — 
that kernel of magic — that differentiates it 
from the other stuff out there, the stuff that 
seems to keep saying, “please buy me.” 
Throwing Copper manages to meet this 
nebulous criteria but | have only guesses as 
to the exact reasons. Firstly, they do sound 
fantastic, but so what? If sonic clarity is a 
yardstick for greatness, then why will the 
Velvet Underground live forever (and you 
know they will)? Secondly, Live are smart 
enough to avoid pigeonholing themselves 
stylistically — the record is amazingly diverse 
— from bone crunching, who-da-ftck-are- 
G'n'R metal (“I Alone”) to hurtin’ pedal- 
steel-the-way-they-don't-play-it-in-Nashville- 
anymore C’n’W (“untitled”), it’s all here. 
Which means they haven’t rewritten the 
samesongs |2 times, but then, don’t they run 
the risk of fragmenting their demographics 
that way? Is there an audience for Live’s 
somewhat neurotic Aerosmith meets U2 ap- 
proach? Will the “plaid army” (aka. the 
Disciples of the Church of K-Mart) sit still for 
the slow stuff? We'll have to wait and see. 
Throwing Copper is not unlike an iron fist in 
avelvet glove which frequently tends to keep 
reaching for handy objects nearby, like 
chainsaws and shotguns. In other words, it’s 
brilliant. Expect something from this potent 
rock and roll smorgasbord to be appearing 
on a radio near you. And if it’s over some 
expert's dead body, well, so much the better.

Dylanaside, it’s no overstatement that Richard 
Thompson is one of, if not the most, influen- 
tial songwriters of the last 20-odd years. He 
is also a virtuoso and often underestimated 
guitarist. His latestrelease, Mirror Blue, is yet 
another demonstration of Thompson's var- 
ied abilities. Songs like “King of Bohemia” 
and “Beeswing” are heartwrenchingly ten- 
der, getting much of their impact from his 
uniquely deep and pulsating voice. As well, 
different musical styles such as rockabilly 
(“Shane and Dixie”), light jazz (“Easy There, 
Steady Now”), and folk rock (“For the 
Sake of Mary”) make for an album filled 
with variety. The musical arrangements 
which include fiddles, flutes, pipes, mandolins 
and, of course, electric guitars add to the 
dream-like atmosphere which flows through 
this album. This atmosphere for the most 
partis undefinable and intriguing, a mystery 
much like the man responsible for it. In 
other words, the sound and feel of Mirror 
Blue could only have been created by a 
master like Richard Thompson.
